During  1939,  46  expectant  mothers  attended  while  29  attended 
during  1940. 

Post-natal  Clinic 

In  1939  five  mothers  attended;  in  1940  3 mothers  attended. 

Maternity  Home 

Admissions  during  1939  numbered  319,  of  whom  106  came  from 
addresses  outside  the  Borough.  During  1940  the  number  ad- 
mitted was  285,  of  whom  55  were  not  Borough  Cases.  The 
necessity  of  making  arrangements  to  lessen  the  risks  of  air  attack 
has  reduced  the  capacity  of  the  Home  to  receive  cases  accordingly 
increasing  preference  is  given  to  cases  from  the  Borough. 

During  1939,  258  cases  and  during  1940,  224  cases  were  attended 
by  a medical  man. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  was  13.4  days  in  1939  and  12.2  days 
in  1940. 

279  expectant  mothers  made  1259  visits  in  1939,  while  236  made 
15218  visits  in  1940  on  the  ante-natal  afternoons. 

In  each  year  two  expectant  mothers  were  found  to  have 
albuminuria  at  such  examinations.

The  weight  of  refuse  removed  per  house  per  annum  averaged 
13.5  cwts. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  3982  tons  of  shop  and  factory  refuse 
were  brought  to  the  Works  for  disposal  making  the  total  refuse 
dealt  with  during  the  year  to  be  14,090  tons.  Of  this,  9,244  tons 
(65.5%)  passed  through  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  the  remainder 
being  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 
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The  estimated  amount  of  nightsoil  collected  was  265  tons  showing 
an  increase  over  last  yar  of  approximately  100  tons,  due  to  col- 
lections made  from  A.R.P.  Shelters  and  posts  and  military  camps.

The  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  employees  of  the 
Corporation  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
the  houses  were  sprayed  with  patent  fumigant  solutions  from 
pressure  sprayers.  In  addition  to  the  above,  one  house  was  sprayed 
with  fumigant  solution  for  the  destruction  of  fleas  and  seven 
houses  were  treated  for  cockroaches.  All  these  houses  were  Cor- 
poration houses.
